The Forthcoming Annual Report of 
the Postmaster-General, 


— — —ͤ—fẅU 


Some Interesting Facts Regarding the Post- 
office Department—How Washington 
Boys Annoy the Members of the 
Chinese Legation—No Ladies 
Wanted—Unsold Public 
Lands. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
Wasniveton, July 21.—The forthcoming annual 
report of the Postmaster General will, it is an- 
nounced, show an increase of 12,000,000 in the num- 
ber of postage stamps sold during the past year over 
the sales of the preceding year. This will bring the 
total number of postage stamps sold during the year 
up to about 1,215,000,000.an average of about twenty- 
four each for the population of the country during 
the year. There were in addition to this about 220,- 
000,000 stamps and envelopes, bringing the total up 
to nearly one and one-half billions, Adding 375,000,- 
000 postal cerds, which will be shown to be about 
the number used during the year will bring the total 
mail communications of the year up to 1.800,000,000 
in round numbers, or an average of about thirty-five 
letters or postals each during the year for the whole 
nation. Probably the estimate of thirty-five is too 
high, for it is based upon the figures of the last 
census, which make the population 50,000,000, 


so that the average in the number ofiletters would 
probably drop to thirty-three or something in that 
vicinity. The increase in number of stamps sold 
and letters sent during the year by reason of the de- 
creased postage will be very gratifying to the pro- 
jectors of the 2-cent postage system authorized by 
the Forty-seventh Congress. It will show some- 
thing of a decrease in the proportionate use of poslal 
cards, the difference between the cost of letter 
postage and postal cards being now so little that in 
many. cases letters are used where postal cards 
would have been had 3-cent postage continued. The 
total receipts for the year will of course show some- 
thing of a decrease, though probably not so great as 
was anticipated. There was a surplus last year of 
$1,000,000 which was quite remarkable, the Post 
Office Department never having been intended to be 
more than a self-sustaining feature of the Govern- 
ment and having in most years fallen below the actual 
cost of operation. The totals have not yet been 
made up, so that the comparison of receipts and ex- 
penditures cannot yet be accurately made, The

The crowd 
manifests the utmost good humor and the best of 
order prevails. No attempt will be made to inter- 
tors with the procession.

idea of arepublican form of govern- 
ment is the rule of the whole people as opposed to 
the other forms which rest upon a privileged class.

A Domestic Homily Upon Mistakes in 
Rearing Children. 
From the Denver Opinion, 


We should so live that when the summons 
comes to be a parent it will find us prepared. 
Like a thief in the night, at an early hour 
when we think not—like a thunderbolt frem 
a clear sky, the call may come to us, Let the 
night-lamp, therefore, be trimmed and burn- 
ing, and the alum where ye can lay hold on it 
at any time. But, above all, we should make 
ourselves conversant with, those little par- 
liamentary rules which must govern the con- 
duct of the parent in his or her social contact 
with the child. A few suggestions upon what 
constitutes etiquette and — good breedi 
in this branch of society, readily marking an 
contrasting the cultivated parent and dis- 
Gaguishing him or her from the vulgar, the 
snide, the 4 — tho canailles (as we say in 
France), the James Crow and the sans culottes 
parent, might not be ill-timed or inopportune. 

In wiping a child’s nose be extremely careful 
to leave the nose. Some parents use so much 
unnecessary strength in doing this that they 
find when it is too late that they have wiped 
the nose of a petchild intospace. Nothing 
gives more 2 — pain. Nothing can bo more 

vitiful than the child's first look of sorrow and 

isappointment when he starts to wipe his nose 
and discovers that it is gone. Pause, fond 
parent, while the wipe isin its incipiency, and 
resolve that you will spare its nose. It can be 
of no use to you, and the loss of it will be a con- 
stant source of annoyance to the child. 

Teach your child the beauty of frankness and 
open candor toward all. Impress upon him the 
beauty of being what you appear to be, and 
hate deception every where. 1? you will fondle 
him and dote on him in society and jerk: him 
bald-headed in the seclusion of the home circle, 
he will readily understand what you mean, 
Children soon learn that if you hug their little 
gizzards while visitors are about, and then, 
when the home life is again resumed, you throw 
them down cellar and wear outa table leg on 
their chubby limbs,that life is real, life is 
earnest, and the square-toed, open, frank policy 
is not generally in use. 

Parents should impress upon their children 
the beauty of self-sacrifice and self-abnegation, 
if they know what that is: 1 don't. If there 
should be but one piece of pie, give it to „poor, 
sick papa.” It may kill him, and after the 
funeral your young life will be one prolonged 
hallelujah and rose-tinted whoop-em-up ‘liza 
jane. 

Parents should not be constantly suspicious of 
their children, This will evidently breed hypoc- 
risy ami unreliability. If you fear that your 
son is playing pin-pool, do not break down your 
constitution ami bring on delirium tremens, 
hanging around the pool-tables watching all 
night for him. He will look upon you with dis-

Do not constantly tell your boy “how tall“ 
he is—that he grows like a werd — and finally 
make him think he isa giraffe.

onaries for the next 50 yeara, It is a 
delusion to imagine that the African native is 
not quite as aman as many Europeans, 
and a good « better than some Europeans. 
I have traveled on foot 4,000 miles down the 
African coast, going in at the Niger and coming 
out at Loanda, and my experiences 
is ‘that in  maniiness and shrewd- 
ness, in intelligence and hon- 
esty, andin the essentials of government, the 
black man is quite as ood as the white, Boil 
down your idea of civilization as much as you 
please, and unless you make it consist of the 
mere use of pocket handkerchiefs you will find 
t these so-called savages are as civilized as 
any of ourselves. They are trad and keen 
too. They have their own religion, their 
ir own iarchal methods 
. of them are Moham- 
medans. They ad r justice in their own 
way, and show more hospitality to the stranger 
onl the traveler than the ordinary Englishman 
or foreigner. Through all my travels in those 
marte—and 1 have lived for many years in 
Zentral Africa—I was never molested, nor had 
any occasion to molest a native. Only once 
was anything stolen from me, and the man who 
did it made a mistake. * was in one of the 
ange Batre into the Niger, where I lodged 
for the night in the grounds of one of 
traders. In the morning I found that m 
clothes and all my belongi had disap . 
I simply sent word to the ocal King of what 
had happened, and in a very short time every 
issing article was restored. Stolen goods are 
recovered, provided you go the 
Right way to work, and some of the African 
s might give Scotland-yard a hint in 
that matter, They have not, it is true—these 
so-called uncivilized black fellows—our concep- 
— of the value of 8 —— 4 
penny newspapers, t they have what, 
until the last hundred years, served as a very 
effective substitute, and still serves the Spaniard 
and the Portuguese, in the shape of their bar- 
bers’ shops, which are the accepted news cen- 
ters of the neighborhood, Every one goes to 
the barbers’ shops to learn the news, and these 
establishments fulfil a great social want. So 
—— are pee Ae the natives in the mat- 

r of personal neatness that in many districts 
besides shaving and shearing his customers, 
trims the nails of both his feet and hands. Nor 
are they far behind us in the art of transmitting 
intelligence. News travels from mouth to 
mouth through the villages more rapidly than 
it could be brought by steamers along the 
rivers. I heard of the Franco-Prussian war in 
1870 from the mouths of natives who had 
it an from one to the other from the seaboard 
of the Mediterranean tothe upper waters of 
the Niger. Then as to trade, T would like to 
take those who think that these unsophisticated 
natives are mere children to an African horse 
fair. They know as much about a horse as any 
Yorkshireman, and are up toall the tricks of 
the trade of the professional horse coper. 

The wealth of those regions is simply bound- 
less. The amount of money that is to be made 
by am intelligent application of British enter- 
prise and British capital is beyond belief, though 
it is not as if you had to do there what you have 
to do elsewhere, that is, to plow your land and 
sow your seed for the harvest. The harvest 
smiles around on every hand and only wants to 
be gathered, Look, for instance, at the devel- 
opment of the oil rivers. A few years ago it 
used to be thought a tthing to get £1,000 
worth of oil; now £100,000 worth of oil is col- 
lected every year, and this is but a mere fore- 
shadowing of what might be done along the 
whale of West Africaif the country was only 
opened up. The geat disadvantage in the way 

trade with Africa is the fact that the coast 
line is inhabited by a set of very inferior na- 
tives, who are middlemen between the tribes 
and the nations of the interior and the foreign 
trader.. As you approach the sea in Africa 
from the interior you find that the population 
becomes blacker, both morally and physically. 
Why it should be Ido not know, but the skin 
of the coast tribe is of a much darker tint than 
that of his inland brother, and his morality is 
immeasurably worse. What you have to do, 
therefore, is to pierce through thig evil fringe 
of savagery and you find a whole virgin conti- 
nent waiting to weleome the advent of British 
goods, There is no one whom they esteem 
more highly than a trader, They have a great 
desire to purchase European goods, and when 
once @ market is opened there is no fear of its 
being closed unless you let some European rival 
in, who will bolt and bar the door against 
you.
